Turkey seeks better 
ties with Arabs 

BAHRAIN (R) — Turkey is see- 
king closer political and economic 
tics with the Arab World but as a 
complement to. rather than at the 
expense of its links with the West. 
Turkish Deputy Prime Minister 
Kaya Erdem said Monday. The 
government was seeking Arab 
investment in Turkey as pan of its 
overall drive to attract foreign cap- 
ital. he told a press conference 
here. Mr. Erdem said a delegation 
of Turkish businessmen was in 
Saudi Arabia at present to finalise 
details of u joint investment com- 
pany capitalised at S250 million. 

Hanoi condemns 
China 

for border attacks 

BANGKOK (R) — Vietnam 
marked the 30th anniversary 
Monday of its historic victory over 
the French at Dien Bien Phu by 
condemning China for what it cal- 
led increased armed attacks on the 
country's northern border. Vie- 
tnam's State Council President 
Truong Chinh. in a statement rep- 
orted by Radio Hanoi and mon- 
itored in Bangkok, called on the 
Vietnamese people to strengthen 
unity in the face ot the armed thr- 
eat. The statement was made at a 
celebration of the victory at Dien 
Bien Phu. which spelled the end ot 
French colonial rule in Indochina. 

Village head killed 
in Punjab violence 

NEW DELHI (AP) — A village 
leader was assassinated and five 
people — including a Hindu priest 
— were wounded Monday in sep- 
arate attacks in Punjab state, aut- 
horities said. Suspected Sikh ext- 
remists also sabotaged a section of 
railroad track between the Sikh 
holv city of Amritsar and Jul- 
lundur. but authorities spotted the 
missing fishplates before the pas- 
sing of a high-speed express train. 

India, Bangladesh 
discuss border tension 

DHAKA (R) — Chiefs of the 
Bangladeshi and Indian border 
guards held talks Monday lol- 
lowing exchanges of fire between 
ir*x»ps n| the two countries last 
month, a Bangladeshi military off- 
icer said. Colonel vfohammad 
Jahangir told Reuters that Ban- 
gladesh Rifles (BDR) Director- 
General Major-General Golam 
Muktadir and the chief of the Ind- 
ian Border Security Force (BSF). 
Birbal Nath, met at Hakiibari in 
India. He said the outcome of the 
talks would not be known until 
Gen. Muktadir returned to Dhaka 
Tuesday. 
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King stresses 242, 338 as 

only basis for Mideast peace 


AMMAN (Petra) — Jordan’s concept of 
peace in the .Middle East was, and still is 
based on a firm, just and comprehensive set- 
tlement to the Arab-lsraeli conflict within 
the framework of United Nations Security 
Council Resolutions 242 and 338, His Maj- 
esty King Hussein said Monday. 


King Hussein, speaking to a 
group of journalists assigned by 
the U.N. on a fact-finding mission 
in the Middle East. -said that the 
principle of a total Israeli wit- 
hdrawal from the complete Arab 
territories occupied in 1 967 is'not 
negotiable and the demand for the 
Israeli withdrawal is compatible 
with the inadmissibility of occ- 
upying others' lands by force as 
outlined in ihc U.N. resolutions. 

During the meeting with the 
10-member delegation at the 
Royal Court, the King also called 
nn all parties, directly or indirectly 
concerned with the Middle East 
problem, to participate in efforts 
to solve the region's conflict thr- 
ough a just solution based nn a 
total Israeli withdrawal from the 
occupied territories and a gua- 
rantee for the legitimate rights of 
the Palestinian people. 

The King criticised statements 
made by American presidential 
hopefuls on the status of Jer- 
usalem. Jerusalem belongs to all 
monotheistic religions and 
any change in the Holy City's sta- 
tus would be totally rejected, he 
said.' 

The King was referring to sta- 


tements by former Vice-President 
Walter Mondale and Senator 
Gary Hart. main contenders for 
the Democratic Party’s nom- 
ination for candidacy for the U.S. 
prudential elections in Nov- 
ember. that they would transfer 
the American embassy in Israel 
from Tel Aviv to occupied Jer- 
usalem. 

The King also briefed the jou- 
rnalists' delegation on Israel's set- 
tlement policy in the occupied ter- 
ritories which he said, is being fin- 
ancially supported by the U.S. 

The Israeli policy, he said, is in 
total rejection of U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan's peace initiative 
for the Middle East announced m 
September 1 9K2 which called for a 
freeze in the construction of Jew- 
ish settlements in the occupied 
territories. 

The recently announced str- 
ategic alliance between the U.S. 
and Israel does not contribute to 
peace efforts in the region, the 
King said, especially that Ame- 
rica. as a superpower, has pol- 
itical,. humanitarian and moral 
responsibilities towards all cou- 
ntries in the area and to contribute 
in finding a just solution without

aligning itself with any party tn the 
conflict. 

Israel's intransigence against all 
peace efforts, as reflected in the 
Jewish slate's defiance of U.N. 
resolutions, is a direct result of the 
unequal military balance in the 
region, the King said. The military 
imbalance has been created by the 
unconditional support the U.S. 
provides to Israel, he added. 


Jordan is striving to ensure its 
defensive capabilities and would 
acquire arms from any source the 
Kingdom finds fit. the King said. 

Commenting on European role 
in Middle East peace efforts, the 
King said Jordan is looking for- 
. ward to a more developed and eff- 
ective role on the pari of the Eur- 
opeans to contribute to the efforts. 

He refereed to the historical and 


distinguished political lies bet- 
ween Europe and the Arab World 
and the vital mutual interests of 
both the Europeans and Arabs 
which qualify Europe to a better 
understanding of the Jangers sur- 
rounding the Middle East. 

The King’s meeting with jou- 
rnalists was attended by Royal 
Court Chief Marwan AJ Oasem 
and senior officials. 


Arafat secures Chinese pledge of 
continued political, military support 


PEKING (Agencies) — Pal- 
estinian leader Yasser Arafat 
Monday secured a Chinese com- 
mitment to continue political and 
military backing for the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO). 

The official New China News 
Agency quoted Premier Zhao 
Ziyang as telling Mr. Arafat that 
China would provide“the cause of 
Palestinian liberation with pol- 
itical. material and moral ass- 
istance within its capability.” 

Mr. Zhao gave the assurance 
before Mr. Arafat left for North 
Korea after a three-day visit to 
China. 

The official North Korean Cen- 
tral News Agency, monitored in 
Tokyo, later reported Mr. Arafat 
had arrived in Pyongyang and was 
met at the airport by Premier 
Kang Son-San. 

China, which does not have dip- 
lomatic relations with Israel, is 
one of the PLO’s most long-term 
backers and has regularly pro- 
vided medical assistance, military 
training for PLO officers, and 
weapons, including small arms 
and light artillery. 


At a press conference Monday 
after meeting China’s lop leader 
Deng Xiaoping. Mr. Arafat bru- 
shed aside a question about what 
weapons he was receiving and 
whether China had agreed to pro- 
vide more. 

“I think the only people who 
can ask me this question is my 
Supreme Military Council,” he 
stated. But before his arrival PLO 
officials said he would be dis- 
cussing further military supplies. 

‘Successful talks’ 

Mr. Arafat, who spent three 
days in China, described his talks 
wiht the Chinese leaders as “very 
successful." 

He said he was grateful for 
China’ 5 support for the PLO and 
for raising the Palestinian issue 
with the U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan, who visited China last 
week. 

“We had very successful talks 
with Deng as wc did with Pre- 
sident Li Xiannian and Premier 
Zhao Ziyang." Mr. Aratai said.“ I 
thank them for what they offered 


us on all levels, especially political 
levels.’’ 

Present at all his meetings with 
Chinese leaders was He Zhc- 
ngwen. deputy chief ot the general 
staff of China’s armed forces. Mr. 
Arafat inspected Chinese wea- 
ponry and climbed aboard a tank 
during a visit to an armoured unit 
near Peking. 

In his talks with Mr. Deng, 
which lasted NO minutes. Mr. Ara- 
fat discussed President Reagan's 
recent trip to Peking and the latest 
moves to convene an international 
conference on Palestine, the PLO 
leader said. 

The PLO and Jordan have sug- 
gested holding the conference 
under United Nations auspices, 
saying all concerned parties, inc- 
luding Israel and the five per- 
manent members ol the Security 
Council, should take part. 

China, which is a permanent 
member along with France. Bri- 
tain. the United States and the 
Soviet Union. h3S voiced support 
lor the proposal, but Israel has 
rejected it and the U.S. has exp- 
ressed reservations. 


Arafat 
confirms 
PLO talks 
delayed 

PEKING (R) — Palestinian lea- 
der Yasser Arafat said Sunday 
talks scheduled in Algiers this 
week to re-unite the major fac- 
tions nr the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) would be 
delayed by a lew days. 

He told a press conference here 
that South Yemen had asked lor a 
delay of three days. In Tunis, a 
senior PLO official said Sunday 
the talks, originally set for Thu- 
rsday. could be put off until May 
1ft. 

Algeria and South Yemen are 
involved in mediation efforts to 
help reconcile Mr. Arafat with 
Syria, which has backed a rebel 
faction of his Fateh commando 
organisation. 

Asked if there would be some 
delay. Mr. Ararat said: “Yes. yes. 
Maybe it will be delayed for two to 
three days because talks are going 
on in the presence of the Algerians 
and the Yemenis. 


Libya warns of economic 
boycott of Western nations 


TRIPOLI (Agencies) — A lop 
Libyan official hinted that his nat- 
ion might sever economic tics with 
the West because of its attempts to 
impose a" siege" on Libya, the off- 
icial J ANA news agency reported 
Monday. 

Major Abdul Salam Jalloud 
also accused Britain of organising 
the April 17 shooting at the Lib- 
yan embassy in London to aid the 
United States in its “war" against 
Libya. JANA said. 

Maj. Jalloud. no. two in Libya 
after Colonel Muammar Oadhafi. 
made the remarks Sunday night 
during a banquet for Cze- 
choslovak Prime Minister Lub- 
omir Strougal. JANA reported. 

The Libyan accused “imp- 
erialist forces" of launching an 
economic, military and pro- 
paganda war against Libya. 

He was apparently referring to 
U.S. President Ronald Reagan's 
call for the West to boycott Libya 
following (he shooting from the 
Libyan embassy in London that 
killed a policewoman and led to 
Britain severing diplomatic rel- 
ations with Libya. 


Meanwhile. Libyan rev- 
olutionary committees have thr- 
eatened violent action against Bri- 
tons in Libya if British courts jail 
Libyan students or tourists on 
“fabricated" charges. 

JANA quoted the Libyan new- 
spaper Green March, which spe- 
aks tor the committees, as saying 
in a commentary the committees 
could not be held responsible for 
any acts they carried out against 
Britons unless Libyans held in Bri- 
tain were released. 

British courts have remanded a 
number of Libyans in custody in 
connection with bombings in 
Manchester and London. 

“If British courts bring false 
charges against Libyan students 
and tourists and imprison them, it 
will make the revolutionary com- 
mittees react violently against 
English people resident in the 
Jamahiriya (Libya)." 

“ If Libyan tourists and students 
studying in Britain arc not rel- 
eased. the British government wilt 
bear responsibility for any act the 
revolutionary committees carry- 
out against the English." it added.

AMMAN (J.T.) — Islamic rel- 
igious leaders in occupied Jer- 
usalem were called by the Israeli 
police commander, who thr- 
eatened them and informed them 
of the occupation authorities' rej- 
ection of their request to have Isr- 
aeli soldiers withdrawn from the 
yard ni AI Aqsa Mosque, the Jor- 
danian News Agency. Petra, said. 

The Israeli commander claimed 
that the soldiers arc there to “pre- 


serve the mosque and to prevent 
any attempt of attacks on it by ext- 
remist groups.” Petra added. 

Sheikh Saaduddin Ai AJami. 
multi of Jerusalem, had earlier 
requested the Israeli authorities to 
withdraw the soldiers from the 
yard of the mosque, because, he 
said, they desecrate the sanctity ol 
the place and perform provocative 
acts harming the feelings of the 
worshippers, particularly women.

KUWAIT (R) — An arbitration 
committee looking into an Iraqi 
complaint against Syria’s 19N2 
closure ol a pipeline carrying Iraqi 
oil across its territory will issue its 
verdict on Aug. 5. it was ann- 
ounced here Monday. 

The announcement was con- 
tained in a statement by the Org- 
anisation of Arab Petroleum Exp- 
orting Countries (OAPEC) which 
set up the committee. 

The arbitration committee last 
met in Kuwait on April 30 and 


adjourned its hearings to allow 
submission of further documents. 

Iraq, at war with Iran since Sep- 
tember 19N0. is pressing for the 
pipeline to be- rc-opcned and for 
compensation lor lost revenue. 
Iraq's oil exports have dropped to 
around 900.000 barrels per day 
(hpd) from a peak of 3.5 million 
bpd before the war, 

Syria supports Iran in the Gulf 
war and argues that the closure 
was an act of sovereignty over its 
territory and for political reasons. 


Berri agrees 
to join cabinet 


BEIRUT (R) — ShTite Muslim 
leader Nabih Berri Monday agr- 
eed to join Lebanon's new gov- 
ernment of national unity after 
being given the post of minister of 
state for South Lebanon and rec- 
onstruction. a spokesman for him 
said. 

The way is now all but clear for 
the government of rival factional 
leaders to start work, tackling pol- 
itical reforms which may help to 
end nine years of civil war in Leb- 
anon. 

Mr. Bern had refused to join 
the cabinet because he considered 
the posts he was origin ally offered, 
the ministries of justice and water 
and electricity, were unimportant 
and unconnected with the 
ShPite-populated south of Leb- 
anon. 

But Monday morning Prime 
Minister Rashid Karami ann- 
ounced that he and President 
Amin Gemayel had signed a dec- 
ree appointing Mr. Bern minister 
of state responsible for South 
Lebanon and reconstruction. 

Mr. Bern’s spokesman then 
told Reuters that the ShTite leader 
“had agreed to enter the cabinet 
after the conditions he had put for 
participation were accepted." 

Mr. Bern's acceptance means 
that Progressive Socialist Party 
( PSP) leader Walid Junblatt is also 
likely to agree to take up his post 
as minister of public works, tra- 
nsport. and tourism. 

Mr. Junblatt joined his ally Mr. 
Bern in staying away from the cab- 
inet’s first meeting last Wed- 
nesday but political sources said 
he had no objections of his own to 
serving in the cabinet. 

Mr. Berri and Mr. Junblatt head 
powerful militias which control 
west Beirut and the mountains to 
the south-east. 

The mainly Christian rightist 
militia major is not represented 
directly in the cabinet. But the two 
politicians mosL closely connected 


with it. Falangist Party leader Pie- 
rre Gemayel and former President 
Camille Chamoun. both have 
seats. 

Only one problem now could 
stop Mr. Karaini holding a full 
meeting of all 10 members of the 
cabinet on Wednesday. 

This is the objection by the 
Maroniic Christian former pre- 
sident. Suleiman Franjich. to 
being represented in the gov- 
ernment by his Greek Orthodox 
son-in-law. Abdullah Rassi. 

Mr. Karami visited Mr. Fra- 
njieh on Sunday and said aft- 
erwards the former president had 
showed understanding. National 
television quoted Mr. Karami as 
saying Sunday that contacts with 
Mr. Franjich were continuing. 

Mr. Rassi himself told reporters 
in the northern city of Tripoli 
Monday: "We are sticking to our 
previous position.” 

The Associated Press adds: A 
four-party security committee met 
in Beirut’s midtown no-man's 
land Monday to try to redeploy 
disengagement forces into buffer,- 
zones between Lebanon's civiT 
war combatants. 

Large numbers of dis- 
engagement policemen and army 
draftees fled the separation zones 
Saturday, when rival militia gun- 
ners opened up with mortars and 
rocket-propelled grenades on 
each other and shelled residential 
neighbourhoods, killing 22 people 
and wounding more than 130. 

The committee — made up of 
representatives of the Lebanese 
Army plus PSP. Shi’tic Muslim 
and rightist militias— convened at 
mid morning at the city's horse 
race track on the "green line" to 
discuss redeployment arr- 
angements. local radio stations 
reported. 

Saturday's bombardment was 
the gravest violation of the latest 
Lebanese ceasefire, which went 
into effect April 15.

KUWAIT (AP) — An Egyptian 
minister was quoted here Monday 
as saying his country considered 
the United Stales was still qua- 
lified to play the role of "full par- 
tner" in a Middle East settlement 
because of Washington’s ability to 
influence Israel. 

Butros Ghali. minister of state 
for foreign affairs, told the new- 
spaper AI Anba'a that it was nec- 
essary that the Soviet Union also 
play a role in an Arab-lsraeli set- 
tlement “but only at a later stage." 

He said the roles of the two sup- 
erpowers in quest of the set- 
tlement could not be equated bec- 
ause “the Soviet influence on Isr- 
ael cannot match or be compared 
to ihe American influence on Isr- 
ael.’’ 

“Egypt still sees that the U.S. 
ean play the role of a full partner in 
a solution, as it alone is capable ol 
influencing Israel." he added. 
“The U.S. provides Israel with 90 


per cent of its financial and mil- 
itary needs let alone the dip- 
lomatic backing.” 

Mr. Ghali* s remarks were made 
to the background of increasing 
criticism of the U.S. by Gulf off- 
icials and media over its loss of 
credibility in Lhc Middle East. 

Mr. Ghali warned that any dev- 
eloped new links between Was- 
hington and Tel Aviv would 
“weaken the U.S.” role as a par- 
tner “as it would weaken (he cre- 
dibility o I American diplomacy as 
mediator in the Arab-lsraeli con- 
flict.” 

Mr. Ghali conceded that the 
upcoming elections in Israel and 
the U.S. are holding up the quest 
fora Middle East settlement. But 
he called on Washington to give 
consideration in the interim per- 
iod to Israel's “perpetual vio- 
lations ol the rights ot the Pal- 
estinian people in the occupied 
territories.” 


Shamir says Israel plans 
redeployment in Lebanon 


TEL AVJV (Agencies) — Israeli 
troops could be pulled baek Iroin 
their present positions in South 
Lebanon .soon. Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir said in an int- 
erview marking the 3ftth ann- 
iversary ol the creation of the Jew- 
ish state. 

”1 think wc are truly moving 
towards arrangements that will 
make it possible tor us to remove 
the Israel defence forces from 
Lebanon." Mr. Shamir said in the 
interview with the daily Y Hot 
Aharonot newspaper published 
Sunday. 

Mr. Shamir said the "arr- 
angementC* would have to be 
made with** different elements” in 
the population under Israeli occ- 
upation in southern Lebanon, 
"the South Lebanese army”, 
which is an Israeli-backed militia, 
and indirectly with the central 
Lebanese government. 

Mr. Shamir declined to set a 
deadline for. withdrawal, saying 
that “it’s very difficult to arrive at 
a plan based on exact organised 
stages." 

Chief nt Staff Moshc Levy told 


Israel Television that the army 
considered the time ripe lor a cha- 
nge in troop deployment in Leb- 
anon and was awaiting gov- 
ernment approval. 

Israeli troops in South Lebanon 
are the targets of almost daily att- 
acks by local resistance forces, and 
opinion polls show the muiorily of 
Israelis in luvour til n troop wit- 
hdrawal. 

Mr. Levy said Israel had no evi- 
dence of any change til dep- 
loyment in Syrian forces which 
face Israeli troops in Lebanon's 
Bckuu Valley, despite heightened 
tension between the two countries 
over the Syrian capture of three 
Israelis in Lebanon. 

Israel claims the three, now held 
in Damascus, worked at its liaison 
office near Beirut but Syria says 
they were spies. Damascus has 
also been pushing for the closure 
of tlie office. 

Mr. Shamir said Israel would 
not close the office.

8 bandits killed 

Eight bandits were killed and 
four wounded when a joint army 
and police force stormed a bandit 
hideout in a forest at Aroma dis- 
trict in the eastern region of 
Sudan, the Sudan News Agency 
said Sunday. 

Reporting from the eastern reg- 
ion's capital Kassala. Sl/NA said 
the forces launched a crackdown 
on the Abgar Forest at the Gash 
River Delta where the bandits 
were killed last Thursday. 

It said two Kalashnikov rifles, a 
submachine gun and large qua- 
ntities of stolen goods and per- 
sonal belongings were seized. 

Kassala province Police Com- 
missioner Brigadier Osman Aii 
Abdul Karim was quoted by 
SUNA as saying that the bandits 
attacked citizens who crossed the 
forest and stole their belongings.

Ethiopian envoy seeks asylum in U.S. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The top 
Ethiopian diplomat in Was- 
hington is seeking political asylum 
in the United States and plans to 
speak out against political rep- 
ression by his country's Marxist 
government, a congressional aide 
said Sunday night. 

Tesfaye Demeke. the charge 
d’affaires of the Ethiopian emb- 
assy. filed a formal application for 
political asylum on Friday with the 
Immigration and Naturalisation 
Service, said David Lonie. Rep- 
ublican staff consultant for the 


House Foreign Affairs Sub- 
committee on Africa. 

Mr. Demeke, 40. a foreign ser- 
vice officer who began his career 
under the government of the late 
Emperer Haile Selassie, was app- 
ointed charge cT affaires four years 
ago after the Ethiopian gov- 
ernment downgraded diplomatic 
relations with the United States. A 
U.S. charge d'affaires heads a 
small- diplomatic staff in Addis 
Ababa. 

Since he came to Washington in 
1980, Mr. Demeke “has been try- 


ing to improve relations between 
the United States and Ethiopia.” 
Mr. Lonie said. “But he has been 
studied practically at every turn by 
his own government. They have 
encouraged him to go out on a 
limb with various people within 
our government and that limb 
proceeds to get chopped off.” 

Mr. Lonie said he had no doubt 
that Mr. Demeke would be gra- 
nted political asylum because he 
was a well-founded fear of per- 
secution if he were to return to 
Ethiopia. 


UAE president arrives in Bangladesh 


DHAKA (R) — The United Arab 
Emirates (UAE) President. She- 
ikh Zaid Ibn Sultan Al Nahayan. 
arrived Monday on an official visit 
during which he will discuss bil- 
ateral and international issues 
with Bangladeshi leaders. 

Sheikh Zaid was greeted at the 
airport by President Hossain 
Mohammad Ershad. the Ban- 
gladesh cabinet and members of 
diplomatic missions. 

In an airport statement. Sheikh 
Zaid said his visit would give him 
an oppon unity for talks with Gen. 
Ershad on a wide spectrum of bil- 
ateral relations. 


"I look forward to discussing 
regional and international matters 
with spec ial em phasi son solidarity 
among Islamic countries," he said. 

He also called for greater unity 
among Muslim nations in trying to 
reclaim Jerusalem from Israel. 

“Our ranks must be joined and 
our collective efforts, at no time 
more needed than at present, must 
be employed to the full," he said. 

Since 1973, the United Arab 
Emirates has given Bangladesh 
S13I million in aid to boost its 
economy and develop energy. 
Abu Dhabi continues to be Ban- 
gladesh's main source of crude oil. 


More than 30.000 Ban- 
gladeshis. including doctors, eng- 
ineers. and technicians are wor- 
king in the United Arab Emirates. 

Sheikh Zaid will hold talks with 
Gen. Ershad Tuesday and official 
sources said Dhaka might ask for 
more crude oil at concessional 
rates and employment opp- 
ortunities for more Bangladeshis 
in the United Arab Emirates.

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NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) — Iran's 
Prime Minister Hussein Musavi 
warned Sunday Iran would boy- 
cott the International Court of 
Justice in the Hague if the U.S. 
helped Iranian citizens who have 
acquired American citizenship to 
seek damages from Iran, IRNA, 
the official Iranian News Agency, 
reported. ■ 

Mr. Musavi made the warning 
during a cabinet meeting in Teh- 
ran. He was commenting on a sta- 
tement by an official of the U.S. 
State Department as saying the 


Hague tribunal would continue its 
work even if Iran boycotted it. 

The tribunal is arbitrating in cla- 
ims arising from Iran's Islamic 
Revolution and the U.S. hostage 
crisis of 1980 in Tehran. 

Iran has accused the tribunal of 
siding with the U.S. by ruling that 
some Iranians who have acquired 
American citizenship could seek 
damages from Iran. 

“If the U.S. tried to compell the 
Hague tribunal to cany on its 
work in the absence of Iran, then it 
(the U.S.) should prepare to face

Japanese 
official 
to visit Iran 

TOKYO (R) — Japan will send a 
senior Foreign Ministry official to 
Iran after the planned visit to 
Japan by Iraqi Foreign Minister 
Tareq Aziz late this month. For- 
eign Ministry sources said Mon- 
day. 

Yoshio Hatano. director gen- 
eral of the ministry's Middle Eas- 
tern and African Affairs Bureau, 
will be sent ro brief Tehran off- 
icials on the Iraqi minister's visit 
Tokyo from May 21 , they said. 

The visit will complement oae 
last month by Iranian Foreign 
Minister Ali Akbar Vellayati. a 
Japanese government official said 
last week. 

Japan's Foreign Minister Shi- 
ntaro Abe told Japanese reporters 
in Bombay last week Kuwait's. 
Foreign Minister Sheikh Sabah Al 
Ahmad Al Sabah would also visit 
Tokyo together with the Iraqi min- 
ister. 

Mr. Abe said he would take 
advantage of their visits to convey 
Japan's desire to prevent an esc- 
alation of the Gulf-war. 

Japan, one of the few ind- 
ustrialised countries to have dip- 
lomatic relations with both Iran 
and Iraq, has been appealing to 
both sides for a peaceful set- 
tlement to the conflict but has dec- 
lined the role of formal mediator. 

Mr. Hatano was in Tehran Sun- 
day and Monday lo exchange 
views with the envoys at the Jap- 
anese embassy there after visiting 
the United States. France and 
Iraq. He will return to Tokyo on 
Wednesday via Europe. Foreign 
Ministry officials said. 

Mr. Hatano did not meet Ira- 
nian officials this time, they said. 


They said Mr. Delors, who arr- 
ived in Kuwait fate Sunday night, 
would call on the emir. Sheikh 
Jaber Al Ahmad Al Sabah and 
heir-apparent and Prime Minister. 
Sheikh Saad Al' Abdullah Al 
Sabah as well as Foreign Minister 
Sheikh Sabah Al Ahmad AI 
Sabah. 

No figures on trade between the 
two countries are available but the 
officials said the balance was now 
in France's favour and the Kuw- 
aitis might seek to redress it. 


LONDON (R) — The chief of 
ideology in Iran’s banned Tudeh 
(Communist) Party, Ehsan Tab- 
ari, recanted on television Sunday 
night, repudiating his own writings 
and saying the party had spied for 
the Soviet Union. 

Mr. Tabari. 67, was arrested in 
April last year in a general rou- 
ndup of Tudeh members, of whom 
a number have been placed on 
trial and several executed for tre- 
ason and espionage. 

Iran’s National News Agency 
rRNA. reporting the televised int- 
erview. said Mr. Tabari, had apo- 
logised for not being able to speak 
clearly due to a stroke, but he had 
denied his confession was due to 
“fear, coercion or any other such 
reasons.” 

IRNA reported that Mr. Tab- 
ari, a 42-year veteran of the 
Tudeh Party, returned to Iran fol- 
lowing the 1979 Islamic Rev- 
olution after living and working 
for many years in the Soviet Union 
and East Germany. 

Referring to a trial of military 


members of Tudeh. which ended 
in January. Mr. Tabari said party 
members had sought to infiltrate 
the army and were engaged in esp- 
ionage activities. 

Ten of the accused, including 
former Iranian Navy Chief Cap- 
tain Bah ram Afeali, were exe- 
cuted in late February as “self- 
confessed spies." Mr. Tabari said 
military secrets had been passed to 
Moscow through Afzali. 

The attacks on the party and cri- 
ticism of the Soviet Union has sev- 
erely strained relations between 
Tehran and Moscow. 

The Iranian News Agency, rec- 
eived in London, quoted Mr. Tab- 
ari as seeking forgiveness for his 
activities from Iran's Rev- 
olutionary leader Ayatollah Ruh- 
ollah Khomeini. 

“As a member of the central 
committee of the Tudeh Party, I 
shoulder my share of all the off- 
ences of the party and therefore 
ask for forgiveness from the great 
leader of the Islamic Revolution 


and the Iranian people." he was 
quoted as saying. 

IRNA also quoted him as rep- 
udiating his writings on Islam. Isl- 
amic history and lives and tho- 
ughtsof Islamic figures as spurious 
because they were based on false 
foreign and Iranian sources. 

“He further referred to his 
works on Marxist ideology as 
being faulty too, all of which sho- 
uld be considered void,” IRNA 
reported. 

It reported him as saying his cri- 
tical attitude towards Marxism 
was the result of a long period of 
thinking in prison, together with 
the study of books, contacts and 
debates with " Muslim Brothers." 

He was quoted as saying it now 
was his duty to aid youihs to find 
the path of truth "in order that 
they would no longer seek asylum 
under the shattered canopy of 
Marxism, and that they should 
unite under the banner of Tmam 
Khomeini's ‘Unity of Exp- 
ression.' " 


Egypt prepares for free parliamentary elections

CAIRO — Political parties in 
Egypt started campaigning on 
Thursday for what President 
Hosni Mubarak says will be “free, 
sincere and honest** par- 
liamentary elections. 

Five parties, al! urging close rel- 
ations with Arab states while acc- 
epting peace with Israel, will con- 
test the May 27 poll for a 448-seat 
house to replace the present 
392-member chamber. 

"We are going to hold free, sin- 
cere and honest elections” Mi. 
Mubarak said last month. “Let us 
all take pride in this healthy dem- 
ocratic life, unprecedented in 
Egypt for the past 60 years." 

His National Democratic Party 
(NDP) can expect a tough cha- 
llenge from the centre-right Wafd 
Party, the standard-bearer of 
Egyptian nationalism under Bri- 
tish and monarchial rule, which 
was banned in Gama! Abdul Nas- 
ser’s one-party state. 

Other parties fighting the ele- 
ction in this country of 47 million 
are the centre-left Socialist Lab- 
our Party (SUP), the right-wing 
Liberal Socialists (LSP) and the 
leftist Unionist Progressive Party 
(UPP). 

Political sources said these 
three are unlikely to make big 
gains in parliament, where the 
NDP now has 371 seats, the SLP 
and Wafd 10 each, the UPP one 


and the LSP none. But Wafd. res- 
urrected early this year after a 
brief foray in 1978 and popular 
among the middle classes, hopes 
to win over 50 percent of the vote. 

Its 75-year-old leader. Fuad 
Serageddin. jailed briefly on cor- 
ruption charges by Mr. Nasser in 
1953. said this was possible if the 
elections were held freely. 

Diplomats and other analysts 
see Wafd taking up to 20 per cent 
of the seats, which they say would

World experts meet to 
combat poultry diseases

A vf yf AN — Poultry expens from 
the Arab World. Europe and the 
U.S. -are. currently discussing 
“Emerging Poultry Diseases of 
Economic Importance in the Near 
East” : at a five-day symposium 
which opened Monday at the Uni- 
versity of Jordan Faculty of Agr- 
iculture- 

Organised by the Ministry of 
Agriculture, the Faculty. United 
Nations, the Food and Agriculture 
Orgsuiisation (FAO) and the Arab 
Organisation for Agricultural 
Development (AO AD), the sym- 
posium aims to produce practical 
recommendations to help combat 
poultry diseases in the region. 

In his opening address. Minister 
of Agriculture Mohammad Bashir 
welcomed participants to the 
symposium and stressed the eco- 
nomic repercussions that can res- 
ult from widespread poultry dis- 
eases^ 

Professor Marwan Kamal. dean . 
of the faculty and Mr. Salah 
Jum’a. regional representative for 
FAQ. .emphasised the importance 
of the symposium in assessing pou- 
ltry diseases and the effectiveness 
of control measures in this agr- 
icultural sector. 

Attending the symposium arc 
experts' and 'd&Iegates from Jrtr*- 
dan fi ,Iraq, Turkey. Sudan. 
Somalia, North and South Yemen, 
Oman, Syria and Egypt. 

Also attending are veterinary 
experts from poultry health cen- 
tres and research institutes in Hol- 
land. Ireland. England and the 
U.S„ 

During the symposium, sit- 
uation papers on current disease 
problems in individual countries 
will be presented as well as ass- 
essments of the major diseases 
affecting poultry. j 

* Devastating effects 

Professor Kamal told the Jor- 
dan Times that many different 
kinds of virulent poultry diseases 
have had devastating effects on 
the poultry sector as they have 
spread rapidly causing huge losses 
to farmers. 

He said that unless strict disease 
control measures are enforced, 
disease can seriously hinder the 
expansion of the poultry industry. 

Jordan is close to self- 
sufficiency in poultry meat from 
broiler hens and there is surplus 


egg production from recently est- 
ablished egg farms, in spite of the 
fact that most grains and premixes' 
for feed production are imported. 

A major outbreak of salmonella 
gallinarum in 197K-H0 drastically 
affected the poultry sector which 
has only in recent years succeeded i 
in building up stock again. 

The importance of adequate j 
controls and preventative mea- 
sures is therefore of great imp- 
ortance. Professor Kamal emp- 
hasised. 

An exhibition of veterinary, 
products, equipment and fee- 
dstuffs for poultry is also on dis- 
play aL the Faculty of Agriculture 
for the duration of the symposium. 


Tax accord 
with France 
expected 

AMMAN (J.T.) — Jordan and 
France will sign an agreement to 
avoid double taxation sometime 
during this week. 

The director-general of the Inc- 
ome Tax Department, Dr. Abd- 
ullah Nsour. said that, according 
to the agreement. Air France will 
be exempt from tax in Jordan as 
will Alia, the Royal Jordanian Air- 
line, in France. 

Income tax though will be imp- 
osed on individuals if they earn 
their income in the other country ; 
while they will be exempt from tax 
in their permanent country of res- 
idence. 

The agreement is expected to be 
signed in Amman by Dr. Nsour 
and by the French Ambassador in 
Jordan Jacques de Sedouy. 

Negotiations are underway with 
the Sultanate of Oman to sign a 
similar agreement. 

Spanish cities 
team briefed 

AMMAN (Petra) — Co- 
operation between Amman and 
cities in Spain and ways of dev- 
eloping it were discussed during a 
meeting Thursday between 
Amman Mayor Abdul Raouf AJ

FORMER U.S. Congressman Paul Findley may have not rev- 
ealed a secret when he told a group of Arab-Americans the 
other day that the Israeli lobby was so well-connected in the 
U.S. government that it has virtually instant access to top 
secrets. But his statement, if not new. is certainly astounding. 

“A major problem (in the U.S.) is the widespread practice of 
leaking even secrets of highest classification to Israel and Its 
lobby representatives", said Mr. Findley. “The leaks are so 
swift and comprehensive that a senior State Department off- 
icial still very prominent and on active duty described them to 
me the other day as 'fantastic’. Israel gets anything it wants in 
the way of information no matter how highly classified the 
documents may be". 

The former congressman should know what he is talking 
about because it is the enmity of the Zionist lobby in the U.S. 
that cost him his seat in the last congressional elections. And we 
believe what he says is true. 

Our knowledge of the tremendous Israeli influence in and on 
U.S. administrations should prompt us Arabs to fight the 
“head of the snake" as one prominent Arab-American puts it. 
But our efforts, no matter how great and well organised, will be 
ineffective unless we come to understand that the problem with 
the U.S. is not so much the ability of the Israeli lobby to 
penetrate American ranks as it is the willingness of the Ame- 
rican political establishment to be penetrated — even man- 
ipulated — by the-Israelis and their representatives in the U.S.. 

Not everybody will agree on ail the aspects of U.S.-Israeli 
relations; they are,, as far as we are concerned, complex and 
controversial. Beyond that, it does not take a genius to discover 
that the U.S. will not change ways just because we think it 
should. • 

There must be some way in which the Arabs, having ana- 
lysed fully and perceptibly the situation in the U.S., could work 
to improve things in our favour. But that is unlikely to happen 
unless we are willing to start with ourselves and employ those 
resources at our disposal to effect changes on the American- 
Israeli front. The process should not be more difficult than 
living through the present circumstances.

Al Ra'i: Retaliation essential 


IN THE past few days the Israeli authorities began implementing 
new measures connected with the permits of re-entry into the occ- 
upied Arab territories. These are designed to make it difficult for the 
steadfast population there to return home and to create new harsh 
circumstances lor them forcing them to abandon their homeland. 
One of these arbitrary measures was fixing the month of August as 
the final date for renewing permits for those who leave the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip to work abroad. 

Thousands o) Palestinians, specially, those living and working in 
the Gulf region will be affected, and these can never meet the 
deadline and renew their travel permits. The new measures reflect 
clearly the Israeli authorities* intention of creating very difficult 
conditions for the Palestinians that serve only Zionist aims and 
objectives. The new measures can only help the Israelis to geL rid of 
thousands of Palestinians in a very simple and seemingly legal man- 
ner. We believe that this issue should receive Arab countries' att- 
ention and counter measures should be done to thwart Israeli con- 
spiracies against the Arab Nation.

PALESTINE LIBERATION 
Organisation (PLO) Chairman 
-Yasser Arafat made several 
statements in his interview with 
14 Nouvel Observaieur last 
week that I believe need to be 
widely discussed, both in the 
Middle East and abroad. It is 
easy to be pessimistic these 
days and write off prospects of 
Palestinian- Israeli rec- 
onciliation and co-existence as 
the stuff of dreamers. But the 
situation may not be as bad as 
we are all inclined to judge by 
the news of the day. 

Underneath the hostile rhe- 
toric, bloody attacks and ext- 
remist posturing of both sides, I 
suspect there is also a growing 
realisation by reasonable peo- 
ple that only twin statehood 
and equal rights for both Isr- 
aelis and Palestinians, in Pal- 
estine. will resolve the Arab- 
Israelt conflict permanendy 
and justly. Mr. Arafat has 
made a few statements that 
may bring this kind of solution 


closer to reality. 

Specifically. Mr. Arafat said 
he favours direct peace talks 
between Israel and the Pal- 
estinians, under the aegis of the 
United Nations, and favours 
mutual Israeii-Palestiniau rec- 
ognition by two such states. To 
me, these are the clearest sta- 
tements yet by Mr. Arafat or 
any other senior Palestinian 
official on the willingness of the 
Palestinians, under the lea- 
dership of the PLO. to neg- 
otiate a permanent peace acc- 
ord with Israel on the basis of 
the ultimate creation of a Pal- 
estinian state that would co- 
exist alongside the already 
sovereign-but-not- accepted- 
in- the- region Israeli state. It is 
noteworthy also that the Pal- 
estine National Council, the 
highest decision-making body 
of the Palestinian people, has 
already agreed on a confederal 
relationship with Jordan after 
the establishment of a sov- 
ereign Palestinian state. 


This would not be brushed 
off as simply another hollow 
statement by another Semitic 
politician. The most senior 
Palestinian leader is saying in 
public that he wishes to neg- 
otiate peace with Israel, face- 
to-face and under United Nat- 
ions auspices, with the aim of 
reaching a permanent peace 
based on the existence of an 
Israeli and Palestinian state. 
Here — for those who have 
asked for it — is a clear sta- 
tement of the Palestinians' int- 
ent to co-exist in peace with the 
Jews of Israel. Here — for 
those who have looked for it 
without success for so many 
years — is yet another, more 
clear expression of Palestinian 
moderation. And here — for 
those who have run away from 
it for so long — is a major new 
challenge for third parties to 
help prod and nurture a pea- 
ceful settlement of the Arab- 
Jsraeli conflict. 

How to help, you ask? The 


first thing to do is to avoid the 
kind of knee-jerk rejectionism 
that Israel has practised by 
immediately rejecting the Ara- 
fat statements as "one big 
lie". Those who have the com- 
passion to see the world as it is, 
and the political composure to 
understand the significance of 
what Mr. Arafat has said, sho- 
uld understand quickly Lhat 
Mr. Arafat has made a sta- 
tement whose apparent sim- 
plicity is matched by the eno- 
rmous amount of courage that 
was required to make it. It is 
not easy for Palestinians, in 
today’s extremist-dominated 
Middle East, to make such pub- 
lic declarations of an intent to 
negotiate and ultimately co- 
exist in peace with the state of 
Israel. 

If this is the sort of mod- 
eration and clarity that third 
party observers have sought 
from Mr. Arafat and the Pal- 
estinian leadership, then the 
mosL significant contribution 


they could make now would be 
to support this trend, and to 
build a coalition of Arab, Isr- 
aeli and international interests 
around the concept of a neg- 
otiated settlement undertaken 
directly by Palestinians and 
Israelis, and leading to two 
equal states. 

This, in particular, is the cha- 
llenge that America has duc- 
ked for so long, the challenge 
of adopting a balanced political 
posture in the Middle East that 
matches the otherwise noble 
spirit and practice of American 
morality. I am impressed that 
United States President Ron- 
ald Reagan travelled all the 
way to China to preach the vir- 
tues of freedom^ private ent- 
erprise and political fortitude 
in the face of tyranny. He has 
chosen, however, not to pra- 
ctise what he preaches in the 
Middle East, and has always 
sought to deflect his guilt by 
pointing to an absence of Pal- 
estinians who would step for- 


ward and offer to negotiate 
with Israel. Mr. Arafat's sta- 
tements would seem to have 
called Mr. Reagan’s bluff, as 
well as the bluff of many others 
in Israel and America who 
have refused to accept the 
many cryptic Palestinian dec- 
larations of an intent to co- 
exist with Israel on equal and 
mutual terms. 

Mr. Arafat is once again hol- 
ding out the Palestinian olive 
branch. Those who claim to 
value moderation and to seek 
peace have a chance — and an 
obligation, in my book — to 
reach out and grasp the olive 
branch, and explore seriously 
the prospects for peace that 
Mr. Arafat is talking about. 

The chairman of the exe- 
cutive committee of the PLO is 
offering to negotiate peace 
with Israel. Is anybody lis- 
tening? Is anybody big and 
brave enough to respond? Are 
there any takers, in America: 
or in Israel?

Jackson seeks accord with establishment

WASHINGTON — Motorcades 
bearing two men who both want to 
become president of the United 
States passed each other on a road 
in Tennessee a few days ago and 
then stopped. 

Out of one car popped black 
rights leader Jesse Jackson and 
out of the other climbed Colorado 
Senator Gary Hart, also chasing 
front-runner Walter Mondale for 
the Democratic Party’s pre- 
sidential nomination. 

While bodyguards hovered, the 
two rivals held an open-air parley 
that could bear on Democrats’ 
hopes of unifying their forces aga- 
inst President Reagan in the Nov. 
6 election. 

"It was bizarre,” Mr. Jackson 
aide Frank Watkins recalled with 
a big grin. “They just stopped the 
convoys on the highway and tal- 
ked for about 10 minutes right on 
the side of the road.” 

The unusual encounter was one of 
many signs that Mr. Jackson, who 
heads a rising black power mov- 
ement. is striving to make peace 
through an accommodation with 
party leaders who fear he might 
lead black Democrats in an anti- 
establishment revolt. 

Mr. Jackson, who says that 
party rules discriminate against 
blacks. last Tuesday won his first 
primary in Washington D.C.. 
which is 70 per cent black. 

He pointed out to Sen. Hart that 
he had won 1 8 per cent of the vote 
in primary elections but only 
seven per cent of the delegates 
who will choose the Democratic 
presidential candidate at a nom- 
inating convention in San Fra- 
ncisco in July. 

Mr. Jackson later dropped in 
unannounced on leading nom- 
ination contender Walter Mon- 
dale and his ally Robert Strauss, a 
power hr Democratic circles, as 
they relaxed during campaigning. 

"Jackson did most of the tal- 
king, saying he wanted to resolve 
conflicts with the party” a Mon- 
dale aide said. 

Discussion touched on the pos- 
sibility of having Mr. Strauss, a 
former U.S. trade negotiator and 
renowned political trouble- 
shooter. mediate unity talks 
among the candidates. 

Unofficial estimates give for- 
mer Vice-President Mondale 
1,201 of the 1,976 convention 
delegates needed for nomination 


with Sen. Hart holding 661 and 
Mr. Jackson 201. 

Mr. Jackson aide Frank Wat- 
kins, explaining Mr. Jackson’s 
concern, recalled a bitter 1980 
nomination battle between Pre- 
sident Jimmy Carter and Sen. 
Edward Kennedy which split the 
party and contributed to Mr. Car- 
ter's drubbing by Mr. Reagan. 

“Jesse lived through the 
Carter- Kennedy turmoil of 1 980 
when they would barely shake 
hands at the convention," said Mr. 
Watkins. 

“Jackson said from the beg- 
inning that this must not occur in 
1984 oral least that he must not 
be the cause of it." 

This resolve, however, was far 
from clear to Democratic leaders 
who heard Jackson imply that 
sweeping reforms would be the 
price of continued black loyalty. 
Their worries grew as Mr. J ackson 
attracted droves of black voters in 
primaries. 

Having shown his muscle, he is 
now issuing peace feelers to opp- 
onents and party leaders. In the 
space of a week Mr. Jackson: 

— met with Party Chairman 
Charles Manart to air grievances 
over allegedly discriminatory del- 
egate selection rules but also to 
squelch talk that he might walk 
out of the convention; 

— had a similar talk with Lane 
Kirkland, head of the AFL-CIO 
trade union group and Mr. Mon- 
dale's chief political ally; 

— proposed unity talks among 
himself. Mr. MondaJe and Sen. 
Hart, stating repeatedly: ’* My role 
is to expand and heal the party.*' 

If all this is good news to Dem- 
ocratic leaders, the bad news is 
that a reconciliation between Mr. 
Jackson and the white-led party 
establishment win be easier sou- 
ght than achieved. 

He has won no new allies for his 
top cause — ■ abolition of “run*off 
primaries" in southern . states 
where a candidate must win by a 
majority or face a new contest 
with his nearest rival. 

Mr. Jackson says this dooms 
blacks to defeat by white coa- 
litions. 

Compromise may also be dif- 
ficult on his claim that state pri- 
mary and caucus rules are und- 
emocratic and biased in favour of 
well-known and well-organised 
candidates like Mr. Mondale. 

That was the subject of Mr. Jac- 
kson's roadside chat with Sen. 
Han. 

Sen. Hart backs some of Mr. 


Jackson’s reform ideas but not a 
demand that the parly imm- 
ediately double Mr. Jackson's del- 
egate allotment. 

Similarly, trades union and sou- 
thern party leaders reject his cla- 
ims that their power groups have 
helped perpetuate racial prejudice 
and should take dramatic steps to 
make amends. 

Mr. Jackson's leverage has dim- 
inished in the sense that, despite 
his ballot-box showings. Mr. 
Mondale has pulled far ahead and 
may not need his backing to win 
the nomination although Sen. 
Hart would. 

Any Democratic nominee will 
need strong black voter support, 
however, to challenge the popular 
Reagan, giving Mr. Jackson a 
trump card to play in future party 
negotiations.

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I he Kennedy s stilt 
make big headlines

NEW YORK — ' For those who 
want, to know, Caroline Kennedy 
was composed and ‘wearing a swi- 
msuit as sbe telephoned the tragic 
news of her cousin David* s death 
to relatives. 

And Sydney Lawford. another 
granddaughter of the late . pat- 
riarch .Joseph Kennedy, broke 
into tears after she and Caroline 
arrived at the Florida hotel death 
scene,, their hair still wet from a 
swim at their grandmother’s nea- 
rby oceanside estate. 

The picture of a young woman 
who met David Kennedy in a bar 
less than a week before .his death 
dominated the front page of the 
Flashy Tabloid, the .New York 
Posl last -Tuesday. And the New 
York Daily News" on "Thursday 
countered with an exclusive int- 
erview with his former girlfriend, 
Paula Scully, who discussed 
David* d struggle. with drugs. 

Since the April 25 death of 
David Kennedy, 28-year-old son 
of the slain Senator Robert F. 
Kennedy.' the American media 
have disgorged, and the American 
public has consumed, every detail 
of the latest tragedy endured by 
America's most famous family. 
Around the world, too, the latest 
Kennedy tragedy was a big stoiy. 

The young Kennedy — a Har- 
vard dropout and aspiring jou- 
rnalist — was found dead in a Flo- 
rida hotel room. Officials have not 
released the- cause of death, but 
tests showed cocaine and the pai- 
nkiller deraerol in his body. 

David Kennedy's death, the 
first in Lhe third generation of the 
Irish -American clan, rekindled 
publicity about the famous family. 
It also coincided with publication 
of two books about Joseph Ken- 
nedy's 29 grandchildren. 

Some of David's friends said 
David had become very depressed 
after reading excerpts from one of 
the books in playboy magazine. 

For three generations, the tri- 
umphs and transgressions of the 
Kennedy clan have been rum- 
oured. printed, photographed and 
filmed for all the world to see. His- 
torians. and sociologists say public 
curiosity about the Kennedys riv- 
als that of European royalty. 

The fascination with the Ken- 
nedys is simply America's quest 
for royalty, says sociology Pro- 
fessor David Reisman of Harvard 
University, where Kennedys have 
studied for five decades. 

** If s interesting to know to what 
extent Americans. like anybody 
else, have a sort of covert att- 
raction for royalty,” said Rupert 
Wilkinson, a history professor at 
Smith College visiting from Bri- 
ghton, England's University of 
Sussex. 

“They (Americans) don't want 
a stuck- up. simply inherited sort 
of royalty. If s deep in their culture 
to reject born royalty. But the idea 
of great ability and charisma being 


passed on through generations is 
very attractive, if they seem to 
.have earned it,” said Professor 
Wflkinson. He used the Kennedy 
family as a model' in his recent 
book “American Tough," about 
.character and leadership in the 
United States. 

President John F. Kennedy and 
his wife, Jacqueline, brought to 
the American presidency a regal 
sense of elegance and wealth, 
combining the power of the chief 
executive role with the glamour 
and ceremony of royalty. Pro- 
fessor Wilkinson said. 

Joseph Kennedy’s rise from 
Irish immigrant to mul- 
timillionaire businessman and 
UJS. ambassador to Britain per- 
sonified the egalitarianism of 
America, notes Mr. Riesraan. 
And President Kennedy gave 
Americans a focal point for their 
worship of youth, power, int- 
elligence and wealth, he said. 

“Here is the descendent of Irish 
immigrants who has married a 
* princess” (Jacqueline Bouvier) 
from an aristrocrark: family ... and 
there they are in the White House 

— handsome, photogenic, with 
attractive children and good man- 
ners,” Mr. Riesman said. 

John and Jacqueline Kennedy 
brought to the American pre- 
sidency the “appertenances of 
royalty,** Mr. Riesraan said. 
“They had the sports of royalty — 
yachting for one — and not bow- 
ling and beer, so to speak.” 

More than 20 years after John 
F. Kennedy's death, new books 
chronicling his life and his family 
are still emerging and satisfying a 
hunger for information about the 
slain leader. And his widow and 
children — Caroline and John Jr. 

— still draw glances and pho- 
tographers on every outing. 

In an obituary in this week' s iss- 
ues of Time magazine, the 
Kennedy- watching spectacle was 
described as “the high American 
soap opera verging now and then 
upon Creek tragedy.’* 

The family for many years has 
“dramatised the American pos- 
sibilities of self-invention — old 
Joe Kennedy by sheer wQl con- 
triving to raise up a president, to 
start a dynasty. But after Joe Jr., 
and John, and Robert, the darker, 
the converse American principle 
intruded upon the drama, the pri- 
nciple that tends towards dis- 
integration and failure, towards 
annihilation," the magazine said. 

While the second-generation 
Kennedy’s died by the hand of fate 
— Joe Jr. on a secret flying mission 
during World War II, John and 
Robert assassinated, their sistet 
Kathleen in a 1948 plane crash — 
David Kennedy apparently was 
killed by . drugs he became dep- 
endent on in coping with the name 
that commands so much attention. 

In the wake of his death, David 
Kennedy has been subjected to 
even more intense scrutiny than 
he endured in life. 


Diplomats find breathing space in desert tranquilitf 



The cold desert night gives a bonfire special charm

AMMAN — A group of foreign 
diplomats working here on the 
ambassadorial level, recently set 
out on a five-day journey which 
took them to the Jordanian desert 
on a trip they later described as 
enlightening, fascinating and unf- 
orgettable. 

The group consisted of the Can- 
adian ambassador and his wife, 
the American ambassador and his 
wife, the Japanese ambassador 
and his wife and daughter, the 
Canadian ambassador to Lebanon 
and his wife, a prominent Can- 
adian lawyer and his wife, and 
prominent retired Jordanian 
armed forces officer. Ares! an 
Ramadan. 

Mr. Ramadan, who took hun- 
dreds of photographs throughout 
the trip, told the Jordan Times 
that on the early morning of April 
19, the group gathered in Azraq. 
The starting point was at the 
Royal Society for the Con- 
servation of Nature, some 1 00 kil- 
ometres east of Amman. They 
spent the night there and prepared 
themselves for the second day of 
the trip. 

After enjoying the society’s 
warm hospitality in Azraq, the 
group headed towards ThuleilaL, a 
place known for its three mou- 
ntains. They reached the place 
after covering a distance of about 
120 kilometres of non-paved 
tracks challenging the desert in 
their four-wheel-drive vehicles. 

The "desert conquerors” spent- 
the night in make-shift tents, to 
move the next morning towards 
A1 Jafr, passing by the Badia Pol- 
ice station at Bayir. 

In Jafer. the group was received 
by the Badia police — their only 
hosts in the desert — who offered 


them the traditional Bedouin cof- 
fee and a IMansaf dinner. 

On the next day — the fourth 
^ e E of their pilgrimage tour in the 
desert — the group proceeded to 
Wadi Rum on the road to Aqaba' 
where they had lunch at the rest 
house there. From there they Split 
into two groups: one continued to 
Aqaba and the other proceeded to 
Petra, after which they returned to 
Amman. 

Canadian ambassador Keith 
MacLellan told the Jordan Times 
that since he arrived in Jordan, he 
only saw the cities and the dev- 
eloped areas of the Kingdom, but 
never had the opportunity to see 
the Jordanian desen. 

“It is a different kind of life out 
there... a spectacular variety of 
terrains, beautiful sky and an eni- 
gmatic influence of past history", 
Mr. MacLellan said. He added 
that when the trip was decided, he * 
sought the guidance of His Hig- 
hness Prince Mohammad, who 
offered full assistance and got in 
touch with the Badia desen police, 
which in turn were extraordinarily 
helpful and nice. 

The Badia police provided the 
group with guidance on routes and 
distances, supplies and offered a 
patrol car to guide them on the 
desert tracks beside providing the 
tents and some needed equ- 
ipment. 

In Jafer. the Badia police pre- 
pared a big mansaf dinner for the 
arriving guests and with the girba 
(pipes), they played traditional 
Jordanian music and everybody 
danced dabkeh with the desert 
men. 

“To our surprise, the night was 
cold in the desert”, Mr. MacLellan 
said but the feeling of solitude out 
there “reminded me of the Wes- 
tern plains of Canada.” 


He said that one curious phe- 
nomenon he came across in the 
desert was the large number of 
birds flying close to the ground 
and seeking shelter at the tents.. 
“We saw lizards, a rabbit and a’ 
fox”. 

While taking a walk in the des- 
ert. on one of the Hills. Mr. Mac- 
Lellan said, “we found a stone 
with ancient inscriptions eng- 
raved on it". The two-feet long 
stone was brought back to 
Amman for the archaeological 
museum at the Department of 
Antiquities to study. 

In short. Mr. MacLellan said, 
everyone on the trip was delighted 
and fascinated, each knowing that 
few of them will have the opp- 
ortunity to do the same trip again. 

Canadian lawyer John Mac- 
Douglc said that while in Petra, 
they visited the treasury house, 
and to him, “Petra is a window on 
the past... an incredible nation and 
state which disappeared and you 
are always left amazed that 2000 
years ago. people could create 
such a beautiful thing: a landmark 
of a great civilisation”. 

American ambassador Richard 
Viets said that the trip was the first 
of its kind for him and that the 
beauty of the Jordanian desert 
“far exceeded my expectations”. 

“The sheer physical beauty is 
un parallelled... a combination of 
stunning beauty and tranquility. 
Mr. Viets observed. 

He said he was surprised with 
the tracking abilities of the “ desen 
men" sent by Lt.-Col. Fawwaz, 
Chief of the Badia police. “The 
professionally was memorable: 
they are superbly competent and it 
is like a symphony to watch and 
listen to these men and observe 
them adopting to the desen way of 
life.” he added. 


Mr. Viets maintains that people 
involved in politics, long for the 
tranquility such a trip could offer 
and that it was very nice to share 
the experience with friends.

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Dollar surges on interest 
rate and industrial news 

ERANKFURT (R) — The dollar surged to a three month high on 
international currency markets Monday, boosted by the possibility of 
industrial strife in West Germany and forecasts of higher interest 
rates m the Uoited States: 

; The dollar traded at its highest levels since Feb. 7 on Asian raar- 
km touching 2-7620. West German marks in Tokyo. 

"It opened tower m Frankfurt at 2.7570 marks, but still more than 
tout pfennigs higher than Friday's Frankfurt close and 1 .5 pfennigs 
upon Jafe trading in New York- 

‘Dealers said the mark remained and unfavoured currency with 
investors, largely because the powerful West German engineering 
aj}d 'metalworkers -union, IG Metall. might soon announce strike 
action in pursuit of a 35 -hour working week.

in addition the chief economist for the American Salomon Bro- 
thers investment firm predicted on Friday that without an effective 
UJSrfiscal policy, interest rates would go “spectacularly higher” by 
the endofthe jwsren: early 1985. 

The differential between European interest rates and those in the 
United States, which have been boosted by the strength of the 
American economy and government borrowings, was already a 
major factor in the dollar's rise, but the economist's statement paved 
the way fonthfc latest surge. 

However; some dealers were nervous that the dollar might have 
nwved too far too quickly and that a reaction could set in. 

Some said the market was watching the West German central 
bank, the Bundesbank, which they believed might intervene to cor- 
rect what could- be seen as a disorderly rise in the dollar. 

„ In Tokyo, Bank of Tokyo dealer Mr, Akira Naiiosaid he expected 
the dollar to continue to rise, approaching 2.80 marks soon and 
coming close to 230 yen. 

Jt stood at 228.18 yen in late Asian trading, the highest level for 
more than two months. 

The U.S. currency reached a high for the year in Zurich of 2.2725 
Swiss francs, sharply above Friday's dose of 2.2473, before receding 
to around 2.27. 

In Paris, the dollar opened at 8.4725 francs against R.3440 on 
Friday, before declining to 8.4437. 

Although British markets were closed for a May day holiday, 
sterling was at 51.3935 in early European trading, compared with 
London’s close of 1.4082 on Friday. 

Iti Hong Kong, the stock market index slumped 51.09 points to 
close at 953.70 in reaction to the dollar's rise — the first time it has 
been below 1,000 points since Jan. 17. 
in Tokyo, the shares index dosed 31.21 points down at 1) .1 58. 96. 

Regan urges Fed not to 
hinder U.S. recovery 

WASHINGTON (R) — Treasury Secretary Donald Regan. urged 
members of the U.S. Federal Reserve Board (Fed) Sunday not to 
take steps that would shorten the economic recovery in the United 
States. 

“My only advice to them would be to supply enough money to 
keep this recovery going. 1 would not want them to do as they did in 
1981 — choke off the recovery,” Mr. Regan said. 

■ In a television interview, Mr. Regan also implicitly criticised U.S. 
trade representative Mr. Bill Brock's suggestion that quotas on Jap- 
anese car imports be dropped after this year. 

Mr. Regan said the Fed may have over-reacted in March when it 
moved to restrict money growth tqpjmbat a resurgence in inflation. 

But Mr. Regan said the F«^iMto£fr‘policy decision was^not a-’* 
cause for alarm. “So far they have been providing enough funds. 1 see 
no evidence of overtightening ,** he said. 

Some White House officials are concerned that excessive money 
restraint by the Fed may cut off recovery and damage President 
Reagan's re-election prospects. 

Mr. Regan did not answer directly when asked about Mr. Brock’s 
call last week for an end to voluntary quotason Japanese cars shipped 
to the United States. But he said the quotas are just part of larger 
trade negotiations. 

“This is our trump card. I don't want to just give it away. I want to 
make certain we drive a hard bargain with the Japanese,” Mr. Regan 
said. 

In a separate interview. Mr. Brock said the quotas had driven up 
car prices. It was unfair to ask the American public to continue to 
subsidise an industry experiencing record profits, he said.

NEW YORK (R) — Internationa] bankers Monday 
begin debating long-term solutions to the global debt 
crisis, as officials preparing for next month’s sum- 
mit of the seven leading industrial nations said they 
too were urgently reviewing the issue. 


Officials from 20 central banks, 
international monetary agencies 
and commercial banks arrived 
Sunday for what the New York 
Federal Reserve Bank called a 
four-day “ brainstorming session". 

The talks come amid mounting 
concern over the imposition of 
economic austerity measures on 
debt-plagued developing cou- 
ntries in return for financial help 
from the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF). 

Recent riots over such policies 
in the Dominican Re pulic claimed 
55 lives. 

Officials, citing the recent 
near-default by Argentina and 
concern over whether it will reach 
a debt rescheduling agreement 
with the IMF. are also worried 
that current short-term rescue 
packages for Latin American deb- 
tor nations can easily unravel. 

Western diplomatic sources' 
said the debt issue was also firmly 
established on the June summit 
agenda. 

The New York meeting was 
arranged months ago but the talks 
have been charged with fresh urg- 


ency as fears of new increases in 
U.S. interest rates abound. 

Mr. Henry Kaufman, the inf- 
luential Wall Street economist, 
warned' last week that without 
reductions soon in the U.S. budget 
deficit, interest rates could move 
sharply higher. 

U.S. central banker Mr. Paul 
Volcker has said that if int- 
ernational interest rates rose by 
one per cent, debtor nation's 
would be forced to pay S3.5 billion 
more than the S700 billion they 
already collectively owe foreign 
creditors. 

U.S. policy-makers are divided 
over whether a new long-rerm str- 
ategy to the debt crisis should be 
sought or whether to continue 
with the “ case-by-case” approach 
currently adopted by the Treasury 
Department. 

Bankers said the conference 
would debate: 

— A limit on the interest a cou- 
ntry is charged on its bank loans. 

— Introduction of fixed pay- 
ments. with no time limit, for deb- 
tor nations based on a percentage 
of their gross national product. 


— Capitalisation of interest 
payments whereby interest paid in 
excess of a certain level would be 
added to the principal. 

— More funds for the IMF and 
the World Bank either through 
financial markets or from gov- 
ernments. 

— A wider role for the World 
Bank, allowing it to offer 
medium-term balance- 
of-payments aid to countries adh- 
ering to IMF austerity pro- 
grammes. 

‘More crises, reschedulings’ 

Meanwhile, a World Bank off- 
icial said Monday in Singapore 
that the Third World debt pro- 
blem will linger on for this decade 
with many more crises and res- 
chedulings yet to come. 

Mr. Frank Vogl. World Bank’s 
director of information and public 
affairs, also said in a speech that 
rich and poor countries must adj- 
ust their economic policies and 
end protectionism to sustain the 
world economic recovery. 

He said the burden of debt ser- 
vicing in developing East Asian 
countries had been increased due 
-to little concessional aid. inc- 
reased weariness among com- 
mercial banks on lending, and a 
combination of very high interest 
rates and reduced export earnings. 


•’Given the great scale of ext- 
ernal Third World debt and the 
fragile state of global economic 
recovery it would be unrealistic to 
suggest of short-term hope that 
the debt problem will be swiftly 
unwound,” he said. 

“It will not be. There will be 
many more reschedulings. There 
will be crises from time to time. Ir 
could well be the case that it will 
take the remainder of this decade 
to bring the debt situation back 
into a well-managed condition.” 
he added. 

But he dismissed as “idle spe- 
culation” fears that the debt pro- 
blem could lead ro a crash in the 
international banking system. 

He 1 also said East Asia would 
bring its debt problems under con- 
trol faster than many other areas. 

Mr. Vogl said several faciors 
were needed to return to heahhier 
conditions, revive the momentum 
in development and sustain global 
economic growth. 

These include adjustments by 
rich and poor countries in their 
economic policies by reducing 
budget deficits, eliminating eco- 
nomic inefficiencies, and boosting 
expons. 

He also urged a halt to pro- 
tectionism. the strengthening of 
multilateral institutions and more 
concessional aid to less credit- 
wonhy nations. 


Canada expands exports to Third World 


TORONTO — Canada's out- 
going Prime Minister Pierre Tru- 
deau has had scam success in his 
crusade to stop the nuclear arms 
race, but another of his foreign 
policy initiative — to expand links 
between rich and poor countries 
— appears to be bearing some 
fruiL at least for Canadian exp- 
orters. 

In the decade to 1 980, the Third 
World's share of Canadian exp- 
orts advanced from 8.6 per cent to 
12 per cent. Excluding the U.S. 
which bought 73 per cent of Can- 
ada's exports last year, developing 
countries account for about a third 
of foreign sales. 

While many of these markets 
are still tiny in absolute terms, the 
..value of shipments to several 
'■ non-traditional trading partners 
posted impressive increases last 
year. Exports to Sri Lanka more 
than trebled to C$52 million ($ 
43.9 million), to Ghana more than 
doubled and to China — now 
Canada's fifth biggest foreign 
market — rose by 31 per cent to 
C$1.6 billion. 

Mr. Jim Moore, secretary of the 
Canadian Export Association, 
says that, while there is much 
room for improvement: “ Our per- 
formance has been a little better in 
the past year or two than is gen- 
erally recognised.” 

Several new initiatives have 
recently been launched to expand 
trade with developing countries 
still further. In his’ February bud- 
get. Mr. Marc LaJonde, the fin- 
ance minister, promised to ear- 
mark up to half of future increases 
in foreign aid to an “aid-trade 
fund” with the aim of bolstering 


Canadian companies' par- 
ticipation in the government's aid 
programme. 

Details of the fund are being 
worked out by the authorities and 
local business groups. In the mea- 
ntime, conditions of a mixed credit 
programme, which blends aid and 
trade financing, have been relaxed 
to improve the competitiveness of 
Canadian exports. 

Instead of having to prove that 
their competitors enjoy con- 
cessional financing, exporters now 
only have to show “reasonable 
grounds” for suspicion to qualify 
tor access to the mixed credit fac- 
ility. 

Exporters used the programme 
only once in the past two years for 
participation in construction of 
.the Mexico City subway. But the 
Export Development Cor- 
poration. which administers 
mixed credit, says it-has approved 
applications worth C$2 billion 
since the rules were eased. 

Canada’s use of mixed credits 
will be closely watched by the U.S. 
which opposes the practice, arg- 
uing that the use of aid money to 
support normal export financed 
projects distorts trade. 

Mr. Trudeau’s contribution to 
export successes is debatable, but 
there is little doubt that the att- 
ractions of Canadian suppliers to 
many developing countries have 
increased in the past decade. The 
•main reason is that Canadian exp- 
ertise in many fields, notably tel- 
ecommunications. transportation, 
engineering services and oil dri- 
lling. has grown markedly. 

Lavalin. the Montreal-based 
negineering and project man- 


agement group, raised its export 
revenues to 32 per cent of total 
sales in 1982. compared with just 
9 per cent the previous year, 
thanks mainly to large urban dev- 
elopment contracts in Algeria, 
agricultural projects in Indonesia 
and Malaysia and a hydroelectric 
scheme in Peru. 

Likewise. Northern Telecpm 
has displaced die U.S. group FIT 
in many Caribbean markets. It 
recently signed a C$147 million 
contract with Trinidad for the sec-- 
and phase of a digital telephone 
switching and transmission sys- 
tem. The Canadian company 
completed the first C$60 million 
stage last year. 

Northern Telecom has won con- 
tracts from Turkey worth C$430 
million in the past two yeprs. 

Political acceptability and 
French links have certainly helped 
the Canadian export effort. Cou- 
ntries to which expons rose sha- 
rply last year included those with 
governments as different as Pra- 
guay, Angola and Costa Rica. 
Countries such as Iran are und- 
erstood to use Canada 's 1 1 th lar- 
gest trading partner and its biggest 
market in Africa and the Middle 
East. As an official in the dep- 
artment of external affairs puts it: 
“We offer North American tec- 
hnology and we offer it in 
French." 

Canadian exporters have gen- 
erally had more success in Fra- 
ncophone Africa than in the con- 
tinent's English-speaking cou- 
ntries. 

Aid programmes are an obvious 
source of business for local com- 


panies. At least 80 percent of Ott- 
awa's bilareral assistance must be 
tied to Canadian purchases. 

The Canadian Development 
Agency writes 2.000 contracts a 
year forCanadian companies' ser- 
vices and spent C$238 million on 
hardware last year and C$250 mil- 
lion on food from Canadian sup- 
pliers. 

Businessmen are pressing for 
more. One sore point is that Can- 
adian consultants, mainly eng- 
ineers. are not active enough in 
promoting their home country's 
products. Another is the low pro- 
portion of orders which Canadian 
companies receive from int- 
ernational aid agencies, such as 
the regional development banks. 

r While Canada's contributions 
to these bodies generally tank 
between third and fifth, a recent 
study by the development ass- 
istance committee of the Org- 
anisation for Economic Co- 
operation and Development 
(OECD) placed it between sev- 
enth and twelfth in orders rec- 
eived from individual dev- 
elopment agencies. 

As a result, government off- 
icials. including trade com- 
missioners. have been told to bec- 
ome more active in informing 
Canadian commerce and industry 
about multilateral aid projects in 
the developing countries. 

Officials of several int- 
ernational development agencies 
have been brought to Canada in 
the hope of raising their awareness 
of the country's capabilities. — 
Financial Times news features.

($326.79 million). It will operate in and outside the UAE. The 
cabinet decision will have to be ratified by the UAE president. 
Sheikh Zaid Ibn Sultan Ai Nahayan. before it becomes effective. The 
government of the UAE. a federation of seven sheikdoms, will own 
60 per cent of the shares, while the remaining 40 per cent will be 
offered to shareholders of the Emirates Telecommunication Cor- 
poration (Eminel). the officials said. The authorised capital will be 
divided into 48 million shares at value ofl 00 dirhams ($27.23 ). while 
the paid-up capital will be divided into 1 2 million shares, also at a 

value of 100 dirhams each.

SAN SALVADOR (R) — Christian Democrat Jose 
Napoleon Duarte claimed victory Monday in El Sal- 
vador’s presidential election, saying he had led his 
idtra-rightist rival by more than 10 per cent. 


Pope arrives in Papua New Guinea 


“There is no question that we 
have' absolute assurance of having 
won.” he told reporters at a vic- 
tory rally packed with screaming 
supporters. 

Mr. Duane said he took 55.23 
per cent of the vote in Sunday's 
run-off. 

His rival. Mr. Roberto d'Aub- 
uissoti of the Nationalist Rep- 
ublican Alliance (ARENA), said 
Sunday night his party was win- 
ning the contest but provided no 
details. 

The votes are still being counted 
and official results are not exp- 
ected to be announced before 
Wednesday. 

.Voting was compulsory and the 
turn-out was high, although many 
voters doubted that the "election 
would bring an early end to El Sal- 
vador’s main problem, a four- 
year-old civil war between left- 


wing guerrillas and the U.S.- 
backed army in which at least 
42,000 people have died. 

Mr. Duane, who served as pre- 
sident from 1980 to 1982, had 
been favoured to win by the Uni- 
ted States on whose military and 
economic assistance El Salvador's 
government depends in the war. 

He said he was considering tra- 
velling to the United States to dis- 
cuss El Salvadors problems with 
the Reagan administration. 

According to Western dip- 
lomats, the U.S. government had 
been so confident of Mr. Duane’s 
victory that the State Department 
has already drawn plans for his 
visit to Washington later this 
month to help to argue the White 
House case for increased military 
aid to the Salvadorean Armed 
Forces. 

U.S. officials believe that Mr. 


Duane’s image as a promoter of 
social and economic reforms will 
help to persuade Congress to 
agree to administration requests 
for more aid. 

The United States has poured 
more than SI billion worth of mil- 
itary and econom ic aid into El Sal- 
vador since the war started and 
Congress has become increasingly 
reluctant to provide more funds. 

Washington has made no secret 
of its dislike for Mr. cf Aubuisson, 
a former army major said to have 
close links with El Salvador’s not- 
orious death squads, and officials 
have said his victory would almost 
certainly force Congress to cut off 
aid. 

Both candidates have promised 
to end the civil war, but Mr. Dua- 
ne pledged to do so through talks 
with the guerrillas, while Mr. 
D' Aubuisson wants to crush them. 

Mr. D’ Aubuisson has labelled 
his opponent a Communist and a 
traitor. Christian Democratic 
Party supporters said the lik- 
elihood of a Duarte victory led 
them to expect a right-wing bac- 
klash. They feared death squads

would strike with renewed fer- 
ocity against moderates. 

In contrast with heavy fighting 
during the first election round, lit- 
tle military action was reported 
Sunday. 

Military sources Said guerrillas 
fired on two helicopters carrying 
U.S. Ambassador Thomas Pic- 
kering and American journalists 
outside the eastern town of S3n 
Miguel. They said the helicopter 
was hit but continued its flight and 
no one was hurt. 

The rebel radio station Ven- 
ceremos said voters were unable 
to cast ballots m 55 polling sta- 
tions in areas under guerrilla con- 
trol. But an election council spo- 
kesman said there had been no 
voting in only 22 of the 261 polling 
stations. 


PORT MORESBY (Agencies) — 
Pope John Paul arrived Monday 
for a three-day visit to the South 
Pacific states of Papua New Gui- 
nea and the Solomon Islands. 

He has already visited Alaska 
and South Korea and will go to 
Thailand at the end of his Pacific 
islands stay. 

After a day in Papua New Gui- 
nea he will go to the Solomon Isl- 
ands for a six-hour visit and return 
to Papua New Guinea before fly- 
ing to Bangkok. 

In Seoul the Pope Monday exp- 
ressed hope for the re-unification 
of the Korean people as he left 
South Korea after a four-day visit 
marred by a shooting scare. 

.“I leave you all with great joy,” 
the Pope said in a farewell address 
at Kimpo Airport before leaving 
for Papua New Guinea.But he 
expressed sadness that Com- 
munist North Koreans were una- 
ble to" join the Korean Catholic 
Church's bicentennial cel- 
ebrations which took place during 
his visit. 

“I remember with profound 
regret, sympathy and sorrow those 
of your parents "and children, bro- 
thers and sisters, friends and rel- 
atives in the north who could not 
share the joy of your cel- 
ebrations,” he said. 


“We are all waiting in pain and 
expectation to be re-united as one 
happy family.” the Pope said. 

The Pope, who drew huge’ 
crowds wherever he went in South 
Korea, presided Sunday at a mar- 
tyrs' canonisation ceremony in 
Seoul attended by a million peo- 
ple. the highlight of his visit. 

Security tightened 

Meanwhile the government on 
Monday clamped tight security 
around preparations for Pope 
John Paul ITs visit and revealed it 
had deponed 11 people after 
being warned of a possible 
Libyan-backed threat to seize the 
British High Commission. 

Britain warned the government 
last Thursday that Libyan leader 
Col. Muammar Qadbafi had put 
out" open contracts” on all British 
diplomats and the High Com- 
mission, on embassy, should be 
considered a target, said officials 
who declined to be named. 

Authorities indicated the threat 
may be linked to the Pope's visit, 
because the commission building 
overlooks the site where the Pope 
is lo celebrate mass Wednesday. 

Government officials had said 
Friday they had been warned that 
terrorists might try to infiltrate the 


country disguised as journalists 
covering the Pope’s visit Wed- 
nesday. 

Dozens of -journalists covering 
the Pope were due to arrive Wed- 
nesday on a chartered plane, but 
in light of warning, the gov- 
ernment revoked their acc- 
reditation and told them not to 
come. 

The press centre, where jou- 
rnalists were to file their reports, 
was to have been on the floor 
below the High Commission, but 
an official said it has been rel- 
ocated. 

Police said Monday that in the 
last few days they had deponed 1 1 
people considered security risks. 

The Solomon Islands Bro- 
adcasting Commission reported 
that seven of the 1 1 were Ame- 
ricans and that police were wat- 
ching several people suspected of 
having Links to terrorist groups. 

Police Commissioner Frederick 
Soaki confirmed that some of the 
deportees. were Americans, but 
declined to give any more details. 

There have been reports from 
intelligence agencies in other cou- 
ntries that three terrorists groups 
might have joined forces to attack 
the Pope, said the officials, who 
declined to provide more detail. 


Ecuador’s electoral results 
show Febres leading 


QUITO (R) — Rightist ent- 
repreneur Leon Febres Cordero 
claimed victory over Social Dem- 
ocrat Rodrigo Borja in Ecuador's 
presidential election. 

Mr. Febres. a millionaire ind- 
ustrialist, appeared on television 
and said he was “a citizen who 
achieved the presidency." 

Electoral results released by the 
information Ministry confirmed 
he held a commanding lead in the 
race. With more than three- 
quarters of the returns counted. 
Mr. Febres had 52.4 per cent of 
the vote against Mr. Borja’s 47.6 
p?r cent. 

Mr. Febres. whose National 
Reconstruction Front is backed by 
big business, wants to reduce state 
intervention to revive the dep- 
ressed economy in this country of 
8.6 million people. 

Motorcades of hom-honking 


Febres supporters wound their 
way through the centres of Quito 
and the port of Guayaquil, hurling 
firecrackers to celebrate victory. 

Spokesmen for Mr.Borja, 
whose Democratic Left Party is 
tied to the Socialist International, 
said they would not comment on 
Mr. Febres’ claim until firm results 
were released. 

Sunday's election capped a gru- 
elling year-long campaign in 
which the central issue was how to 
lift Ecuador, a member of OPEC, 
out of severe economic slump tri- 
ggered by a fall in oil prices. 

The recession has left half the 
workforce without a full-time job 
and eroded the popularity of out- 
going President Osvaldo Hurtado, 
a Christian Democrat who is con- 
stitutionally barred from re- 
election. 


Both sides claim to lead 
in Panama elections 


PANAMA CITY ( R) — Both the 
official and opposition candidates 
in Panama's first presidential ele- 
ction in 16 years claimed they 
were ahead Monday. 

Official candidate Nicolas Ard- 
iio B arietta attended an eme- 
rgency party meeting called after 
the opposition claimed a com- 
fortable lead and told Reuters 
later he was going to win by at 
least 40,000 votes. 

A spokesman for opposition 
candidate Amulfo Arias, who is 
seeking to regain power 16 years 
after being ousted by the National 
Guard, said he was leading by 
117.332 votes to 103.624. 

As returns from Sunday ele- 
ctions trickled in, the electoral 
council suspended its session and 
said official counting would stan 
at 1300 GMT. Turn-out was off- 
icially estimated at 70 per cent of 


the 900.000 electorate. 

An opposition member of the 
council said the suspension raised 
suspicions of electoral man- 
ipulation. 

Mr. Arias supporters said they 
were in touch with trade unions 
which had said they would strike if 
official returns showed a gov- 
ernment victory. 

Diplomatic sources said unrest 
could prompt the 10.000-strong 
National Guard to step in. 

Mr. Airas. 83, has been elected 
president three times and ousted 
by the National Guard each time. 

The National Guard Com- 
mander, General Manuel Nor- 
iega. went on television at the 
weekend to pledge that he would 
respect the voters’ choice after 
shopkeepers reported that people 
had been hoarding food for fear of 
post-election violence.

When you are in an unfor- 
tunate contract, don't be too 
ready to lower your flag in 
resignation. Look around to 
see if there's some line that 
will enable you to make your 
contract. Consider this hand 
from the Life Master Pairs 
event from the American 
Contract Bridge League's 
Summer Championships in 
New Orleans. 

North's four no trump bid 
was for takeout. With such a 
wide discrepancy in the 
quality of his suits, it might 
have been wiser had he 
simply bid five diamonds — a 


contract which would have 
made with an overtrick. As it 
was. South was propelled to 
a five-level contract in spades 
on a 4-3 fit — a task which 
many would just have con- 
sidered beyond their ability. 

Sitting South was EUie 
Zepp of Westminster, Md. 

She soon showed that, 
though this was her first Life 
Master championship, she 
certainly deserved to be in 
the field. 

The defenders started 
with two rounds of hearts. 
Declarer ruffed the second 
heart and cashed the ace and 
queen of trumps. Next came 
the ace of diamonds, and 
when West showed out but 
could not ruff, the contract 
was almost certain to make. 

Declarer cashed four 
rounds of diamonds as East 
followed helplessly. Next 
came the ace and king of 
clubs. Declarer now had nine 
tricks in the bag, and the 
other two came quickly. 
Declarer ruffed a club with 
dummy's remaining low 
trump, and her king of 
spades was the fulfilling 
trick. 

Since declarer played in 
the major suit, she scored 
450, which outscored those, 
pairs who played in five 
diamonds, and netted only 
420. 


Mondale could begin 
sewing up nomination 


WASHINGTON (R) — Alt- 
hough Gary Hart has vowed to 
fight to the end, WalteT Mondale 
could begin sewing up the Dem- 
ocratic nomination for U.S. pre- 
sident Tuesday if he succeeds in 
four state primaries. 

Former Vice President Mon- 
dale is favoured in Ohio, Indiana. 
North Carolina and Maryland, 
where a total of 226 delegates to 
the party's July nominating con- 
vention at stake. 

Mr. Mohdale won the imp- 
ortant Texas party caucuses on 



Saturday, and unofficial estimates 
gave him about 1 .300 of the 1,967 
delegates needed to win at the 
convention in San Francisco. 

Colorado Senator Hart, who 
took an early election year lead 
over Mr. Mondale and then saw it 
erode in big industrial states, now 
has less than 700 delegates. He 
needs to win most of the 986 at 
stake over the next month just to 
keep Mr. Mondale from securing 
the nomination before the con- 
vention. 

Colorado will select 43 del- 
egates in caucuses Monday night. 


Walter Mondale 

and Sen. Hart is favoured in his 
home state. 

Sen. Hart had been counting on 
his "new ideas" image to have 
more appeal in Western states, but 
Mr. Mondale's solid victory in 
Texas may have badly damaged 
that hope. 

Rev. “Jesse Jackson, the third 
Democratic candidate, continued 
to make headlines at the weekend 
despite trailing far behind Mr. 
Mondale and Sen. Hart in del- 
egate support. 


Cardinal 
challenges 
report of 
papal speech 

SEOUL (R) — The head of South 
.Korea’s Roman Catholic Church 
said Monday that Pope John Paul 
in a weekend address did not 
make any remark warning priests 
against activities outside their rel- 
igious calling. 

Stephen Cardinal Kim was ref- 
erring at a press conference here 
to the Pope’s speech at the sou- 
thern industrial city of Taegu on 
Saturday when the pontiff warned 
newly-ordained priests: “Do not 
be deceived by any other message, 
even if it is proclaimed in Christ’s 
name.” 

Reuters quoted a Vatican sou- 
rce as saying the Pope could have 
been referring to guerrillas in such 
countries as El Salvador and the 
Philippines and to some Catholic 
priests in South Korea who had 
been supporting anti-government 
dissidents. 

Answering questions at the 
news conference, the cardinal 
said: “As you know, the Pope did 
not make such a remark in 
Taegu.” 


Allies help U.S. obtain Soviet arms 


WASHINGTON (AP) — With 
help from friends, the United Sta- 
tes has quietly obtained Soviet 
weapons and gained vital inf- 
ormation on their strengths and 
weaknesses for nearly two dec- 
ades. 

The government has always 
been reluctant to discuss such 
acquisitions for fear of emb- 
arrassing the friendly donors, but 
the spotlight was turned anew on 
the subject after a three-star air 
force general was killed April 26 
in a Nevada plane crash that was 
quickly cloaked in secrecy. 

Pentagon sources said Lt. Gen. 
Robert M. Bond, vice commander 
of the Air Force Systems Com- 
mand. died while at the controls of 
a supersonic Soviet MiG-23 fig- 
hter. 

Sources who spoke on condition 
they remain anonymous have ind- 
icated the MiG-23, the most adv- 
anced Soviet warplane ever to fall 
permanently into U.S. hands, was 
supplied to this country by Egypt. 

Israel also has been a major 
supplier of a wide range of 
Soviet-made air and ground wea- 
pons it captured from Arab armies 
in a series of wars. 


And Japan helped by allowing 
U.S. technicians to virtually pull 
apart a Soviet MiG-25 interceptor 
flown there by a defecting pilot in 
1976. 

Even after U.S. relations with 
Israel fell to perhaps their lowest 
point following the Israeli inv- 
asion of Lebanon in mid-1982, 
intelligence information on the 
performance of Soviet warplanes 
and missiles — and even captured 
weapons — continued to flow to 
the United States. 

In February 1 983. Defence Sec- 
retary 'Caspar Weinberger told 
reporters, "we are getting... a 
substantial flow of information 
and actual weapons and weapons 
systems that were captured by the 
Israelis." 

Israeli forces had defeated Syr- 
ian air and ground units in and 
over Lebanon's Be kaa Valley and. 
as in previous Arab- Israeli wars, 
reaped a harvest of arms supplied 
to the Syrians by the Soviets. 

Intelligence and military off- 
icials have refused to identify any 
weapons sent to the United States 
since the most recent fighting. 

Defence sources said the Uni- 
ted States has several types of Sov- 


iet warplanes, but “no great num- 
bers." These include MiG-2 Is. 
MiG — 19s and some earlier mod- 
els. 

While the versions of the MiGs 
exported by Moscow to clients and 
friends arc less sophisticated than 
those in the Soviet Air Force, U.S. 
technicians said they can still learn - 
much by studying and test-flying 
the models made available to 
them. 

Among other things, the spe- 
cialists said. U.S. pilots and eng- 
ineers can determine the handling , 
characteristics of these aircraft, 
their fuel consumption, ele- 
ctronics and even the technology 
used in their manufacture. 

American pilots, for example, 
can learn about a Soviet pilot's 
ability to sec enemy aircraft from 
his cockpit. 

Such information, along with 
other data on performance and 
design, can affect the way Ame- 
rican fighters are built to deal with 
their potential Soviet opponents. 

Some of the most dramatic ins- 
tances on Israeli shipments of 
Soviet-made equipment to the 
United States occurred during the 
1973 war. 


Two more people killed 
in southern Philippines 


MANILA (R) — More violence 
was repotted Monday in the Phi- 
lippines election campaign with 
two people killed in the southern 
island of Mindanao. 

A member of the regional ass- 
embly and a companion were kil- 
led and his three bodyguards 
wounded. when they were amb- 
ushed in central Mindanao on 
Saturday, the military said. 

It said they were attacked by the 
secessionist Moro National Lib- 
eration From (MNLF). The cam- 
paign for a new national assembly, 
to be elected a week from Mon- 
day, has been marked by violence, 
especially in Mindanao. 

In Zamboanga Del Sur, where 
12 people were killed and several 
others wounded in an attack by 
the Communist New Peopled 
Array (NPA) on Thursday, the 
toll rose to 16 after four more 
people died in hospital. 

Western Mindanao Com- 
mander Brigadier-General Edg- 
ardo Alphabeto blamed the NPA 
for some of the attacks but said 
other incidents were the work of 
common criminals. 

Although some of the incidents 
were unexpected, the armed for- 


ces could maintain peace on vot- 
ing day, he said. 

Violence has often flared 
Mindanao since campaigning on 
March 27. Two town mayors and 
their two bodyguards were killed 
last week. 

In total some 40 people have 
died in election-related violence 
so far in the country and scores of 
others in clashes between the reb- 
els and the militaiy. But Manila 
has remained largely peaceful. 

- The brigadier-general was quo- 
ted by Bulletin Today newspaper 
as saying nearly 40 people were 
killed' in the past 10 days in his 
regioQ alone, one of four on the 
volatile island. But not all the kil- 
lings were linked to the elections. 

President Ferdinand Marcos 
has expressed concern at the inc- 
reased violence. He has ordered 
the 148.000-strong armed forces, 
including the Paramilitary Con- 
stabulary as well as the regular 
police force and civilian militia, to 
ensure the polling is peaceful. 

Candidates contesting the ele- 
ction are entitled to employ up to 
three bodyguards for personal 
safety at the expense of the Com- 
mission on Elections (Cornelec). 


Kremlin report demands 
Soviet cinema improvements 


MOSCOW (R) — The Soviet 
government and Communist 
Party have demanded marked 
ideological and artistic imp- 
rovements in the cinema in a sha- 
rply critical report. 

Their official resolution, rep- 
orted in the Soviet press Sunday, 
said some directors rarely chose 
appropriate themes, while others 
made" uninteresting, weak films”, 
remote from ordinary peoples' 
lives, or just plain dull movies. 

Some sought to idealise out- 
dated ways of life and morals and 
did not make enough use of the 
positive Communist hero, a cor- 
nerstone of Socialist realism — the 
ideological doctrine started under 
dictator Josef Stalin in the 1930s. 

The resolution, binding on 
those it refers to, attacked vir- 
tually every aspect of the film ind- 
ustry, from ideological content to 
a chronic lack of film stock, and 
demanded a wide range of imp- 
rovements in those spheres. 

The Council of Ministers and 
the party Central Committee 
compiled the resolution, which 


said the State Cinematography 
Committee, the body responsible 
for film, should help more in sol- 
ving the “great and difficult tasks 
of Communist education" and 
look for new themes in state and 
party work. 

Entitled “on measures to fur- 
ther raise the ideological and art- 
istic standards of films and str- 
engthen the material and technical 
foundation of cinematography*, it 
said historical, war and rev- 
olutionary films had been suc- 
cessful. 

Western diplomats said the res- 
olution. which found little else 
positive in Soviet cinema, clearly 
underlined the firm SLand taken on 
ideology and the arts by President 
Konstantin Chernenko. 

The films of Soviet directors 
like Andrei Tarkovsky, who made 
“Andrei Rublyov and ‘Stalker 1 , 
are well known in the West, but 
their works are often edited for 
domestic consumption. 

Foreign films for showing In the 
Soviet Union should be more car- 
efully chosen, the resolution said. 


Washington, Moscow near agreement on improved hotline

MOSCOW — Ronald Reagan 
and Konstantin Chernenko may 
not have much to say to each other 
these days, but the two presidents 
will soon find it faster to get in 
touch if they need to. 

According to U.S. officials, the 
Soviets and Americans are now 
□ear agreement on the technical 
side of upgrading the "hotline",, 
the direct communications link, 
between the Kremlin and the 
White House. 

Unlike the popular image por- 
trayed in films and thrillers, the 
21 -year-old hotline is not a red 
telephone sitting on a desk in the 
Oval Office or the Soviet 
general-secretary's Kremlin 
rooms. 

More prosaic but more practical 
than a phone, there is an old- 
fashioned teleprinter in each cap- 
ital which tap out messages at tel- 
egram speed — 60 words a minute 
in Russian to Washington and 
English to Moscow. 

This will soon be replaced, if the 
two countries agree, by a modern 


data -speed system that will flash 
messages almost instantaneously 
between the two capitals at times 
of crisis. 

jPre5idem Reagan proposed the 
modernisation a year ago and off- 
icials have met three times since to 
work out plans despite a sharp 
deterioration in U.S.-Soviet rel- 
ations. 

Following the last round in 
Moscow at the end of April. U.S. 
officials said differences had been 
□arrowed. 

U.S. embassy officials declined 
to give details in Moscow, but 
press reports from Washington 
said an accord was now being held 
up over how to present it publicly. 
_ Western diplomats said the two 
sides had settled in principle on a 
high-speed transmission system 
and the installation of facsimile 
equipment, which could be used to 
transmit maps and other doc- 
uments. They had not discussed a 
voice or video link once mooted 
by the U.S. 

The Soviets earlier rejected 
Other suggestions made by Mr. 
Reagan. These included a plan for 
direct communications between 


the Defence Ministries of the two 
superpowers and for a data-speed 
link between each government 
and its embassy in the other’s cap- 
ital. 

Moscow apparently believed 
this would enhance U.S. int- 
elligence gathering abilities, dip- 
lomats said. 

The hotline was set up in 1963 
after Moscow and Washington 
agreed that a lack of a direct com- 
munication channel led to dan- 
gerous misunderstandings in the 
1962 crisis over Soviet attempts to 
station missiles in Cuba. 

According to the Americans, 
the line has been used only a han- 
dful of times .and always on the 
initiative of the United Slates. 

In June 1967. then U.S. Pre- 
sident Lyndon Johnson sent a 
message advising the Kremlin of 
U.S. ship and aircraft movements 
during the Arab-lsracii war. 

President Nixon is also known 
to have used it when the 1973 
Middle East war prompted the 
superpowers to put their forces on 
alert. 

President Carter sent a message 1 


following the Soviet intervention 
in Afghanistan in 1979. and Mr. 
Reagan kepi the Soviet informed 
of U.S. intentions in the Middle 
East when Israel moved into Leb- 
anon in June 1982. 

Though it is rarely used for top 
level communication, the hotline 
is kept in a constant state of rea- 
diness and prints out test messages 
once an hour. 

Messages are transmitted in 
code and deciphered aut- 
omatically at the receiving end 
ready for translation. 

For the first 15 years of its exi- 
stence the link went overland by 
cable and microwave, but this 
proved vulnerable. Once tra- 
nsmissions were halted when a 
farmer in Finland dug up the cable 
with his plough. On another occ- 
asion, a fire in a manhole in Bal- 
timore. caused disruption. 

In 1 978. a new twin circuit was 
opened, operating in parallel thr- 
ough the Soviet Molniya and U.S. 
Intelsat satellites and their res- 
pective ground stations. 

This eliminated the unreliability 
of the old system and the need for 


the link to pass through third cou- 
ntries. though the old teleprinter 
speed was retained. 

Moscow and Washington have 
ruled out the use pf a telephone 
because of possibile mis- 
understanding by translators and 
the need for a written record of 
exchanges. 

According to Washington press 
reports, the only remaining obs- 
tacle to an agreement on high- 
speed transmission is Soviet rel- 
uctance to lei an accord be treated 
by the Americans as a sign of imp- 
roving relations. 

Moscow is currently mai- 
ntaining a tough line towards the 
U.S. administration, demanding a 
major concession on disarmament 
issues as the price for clearing the 
air. 

Washington says the hotline 
talks are evidence of a continuing 
dialogue and in a move to give 
them weight, the U.S. Deputy 
Ambassador. Warren Zim- 
mermarm. was appointed to head 
the U.S. negotiating team. 

The Soviet side is led by only a 
Communications Ministry official.

China to bring 
water to arid land 

PEKING (AP) — China’s sci- 
entists, pondering how to get 
water from the moist south to the 
parched north, say they may have 
found the answer: Moving the 
clouds. The official news agency 
Xinhua reported Sunday that sci- 
entists are studying the possibility 
of artificially inducing warm and 
humid air currents above the Yan- 
gtze River source in the western 
mountains. Forming clouds that 
would drift over the northern half 
of the country and provide much 
needed rainfall. The Yangtze and 
Yellow rivers. China’s longest 
waterways, originate the Bay- 
anhar Mountains in western Qin- 
ghai province. The Yangtze mea- 
nders southeast and has plenty of 
water that benefits the basin it dra- 
ins. But the Yellow River, which 
flows through the north, has little 
water and carries large amounts of 
silt, which causes it to shift course 
and erode the land. “ Many pro- 
posals to divert water from the 
Yangtze to the yellow River have 
been put forward." Xinhua said. 
"But most projects contemplated 
would involve huge amounts of 
engineering and investment." 

Global sailor 
nears voyage end 

PITMAN. New Jersey (AP) — A 
68-year-old mariner set on pro- 
ving he can sail around the world 
without the aid of instruments is 
1.046 kilometres off the New Jer- 
sey coast and fighting head winds 
as he nears home, his wife said 
Sunday. Marvin Creamer, a ret- 
ired geography professor, ori- 
ginally was expected home May 
12, but celebrations planned to 
mark his return may have to be put 
off a week because of the winds, 
said his wife, Blanche. “A lot of 
things can happen in 650 miles," 
Mrs. Creamer said. “It's hard for 
him to make any headway. I know 
he’s close to home. He’s near, but 
yet so far.” Creamer, with a crew 
of three, set sail Dec. 15. 1982. 
from a Delaware River town near 
Philadelphia aboard his 1 1 metre 
cutter rig. Globe Star, with fewer 
navigational aids than 10th- 
Century Vikings carried. Mrs. 
Creamer said that her husband, 
able to relay limited coded mes- 
sages through a satellite link, sent 
this message last week: “ Difficulty 
making progress because of head 
winds." 

510 feared dead 
of cholera 

DHAKA. Bangladesh (AP) — 
Cholera claimed 510 lives over the 
Iasi three weeks in Bangladesh, 
newspapers reported Monday. 
The English daily, the New Nat- 
ion. said Monday the disease cla: 
imed 375 lives in four western dis- 
tricts — Jcssore, Narail. Magura 
and Jhenidah — in the last three 
weeks. Local officials confirming 
the deaths attributed the cause to 
i diarrhoea. The Bengali new- 
spaper. the Sangbad. reported 
Monday from Comilla in the Eas- 
tern district that 135 persons died 
of cholera in the Laksam and 
Mongolcoun subdistrjcLs over the 
past week. 

Birth of quadruplets 
sparks controversy 

LONDON (AP) — The bin h of 
the world’s second test-tube qua- 
druplets has sparked controversy 
among doctors over the risks of 
multiple pregnancies, and about 
the choice of the woman chosen 
for the procedure. The con- 
troversy centres on the number of 
embryos implanted in the mot- 
her’s w'omb after an egg from the 
woman and sperm from the man 
have been fertilized in a glass dish 
— the so-called test-tube tec- 
hnique. Dr. Rt>bcri Winston, head 
of tile Infertility Clinic at Lon- 
don's Hammersmith Hospital, 
implanted six embryos in the 
womb of Janice Smale. 31. 'who 
gave birth last Wednesday to three 
boys and a girl. They were rep- 
orted in “fine" condition Sunday. 

He defended the use of multiple 
embryos, although he told rep- 
orters Sunday he hopes in the fut- 
ure that such pregnancies "will 
become an increasingly rare and 
unlikely situation." He said the 
decision was made to implant the 
six embryos because Miss Smale 
did not want any “spare” embryos 
stored or thrown away. Dr. Rob- 
en Edwards, who pioneered the 
test-tube technique with Dr. Pat- 
ric Stcptoe six years ago. criticised 
doctors who implant large num- 
bers of embryos and risk multiple 
births. He said he felt a maximum 
of two or three embryos should be 
implanted in the womb until much 
more research was done.
